— Secretary 
Windom has directed that a lease be 
made with the North A:nerican Com- 
mercial Company of New York and 
San Francisco, J. Liebes, President, 
for the exclusive privilege of taking 
fur seals upon the islands of St. Paul 
and St. George, Alaska, for twenty 
years from May Ist. 

This company made three proposals 
for the privilege, and the one accepted 
by the Secretary is known .as bid 
number 11 and differs from the other 
two in being an offer without condi- 
tions. Among other things, the com- 
pany agrees, as far as may be practi- 
¢able and consistent with their inter- 
ests, to encourage the dressing, dyeing 
and marketing of sealskins within the 
United States. The annual revenue to 
the Government under the lease, on 
the basis of one hundred thousand 

seals per annum, will be about a mil- 
lion dollars, as against three hundred 
thousand under the present lease to 
the Alaska Commercial Co.

Vageries of Memory. 


————— 


An artide by Prof. H. C. Wood 
in the March Century, contains the 
following: “ When disease affects 
the brain these alterations of word- 
memory are something very 
strange. In the most complete 
form of this so-called aphasia the 
person cannot understand words, 
he cannot think in words, and can- 
not talk words. Usually, however, 
words are remembered sufficiently 
to be recegnized when heard or 
seen, but although the idea is there, 
the person cannot speak in words. 
I recall the case of an old German 
woman who had aphasia. When 
asked how old she was, she would 
indicate sixty with her fingers. If 
asked how many children she had 
_ had, she would indicate seven. If 
two of the fingers were turned 
down she would get angry and in- 
sist upen the seven. She was able 
to understand questions. She 
knew what the figure ‘7’ meant, but

had not the power to say the word | 


‘seven.’ Itis a very curious fact 
that in these forms of aphasia the 
language of the emotions may be 
preserved while the language 
ef the intellect is destroyed. 
Very often a profane man, 
when he has aphasia, is able to 
swear. This German woman, when 
excited, could say ‘Gott in Him- 
mel!’ Besides this there was left 
to her but one little fragment of 
each of the two languages which 
she had known. She could not 
say the English ‘no’ but could say 
the German ‘nein;’ she could not 
say the German ‘yah,’ but could 
splutter out the English ‘ yes.’ The 
forms of aphasia knewn as word- 
blindness and word-deafness are 
very strange. The sufferer from 
word-blindness can write and will 
understand what is said to him ; 
but hand him a book, a newspaper 
or even the letter he himself has 
written, and he cannot read a 
word. Thus an active man of bus- 
iness having written a leiter, giv- 
ing directions for an important 
matter, attempted to read it, in or- 
der to see if it was correct, but was 
astonished to find that he could 
not make out a single word; he 
had been suddenly stricken with 
word-blindness. The sounds of 
the words and the words 
themselves had remained _ to 
him, but the _ recollection of 
the written forms of the werds 
was gone. In a case of word deaf- 
ness the person can talk and can 
write, but although his hearing is 
perfect he cannot recognize the 
spoken words. The sound of the 
voice is plain to his sense, but con- 
veys no thought to him, The rec- 
ords of the past—the unconscious 
memory, so to speak—exist in the 
brain; but for conscious recogni- 
tion these must be dragged out 
before the consciousness. It is 
doubtful whether there is such a 
thing as a bad memory, i.e., asa 
badly kept brain record. The dif- 
ference in individuals as to the 
power of recollecting probably 
consists in the relation between 
consciousness and memory. One 
man has the power of going into 
the library in his brain and picking 
up at once the leaf he wants, and 
glories in his good memory. An- 
Other cannot in a moment -find 
what he desires, but when the 
floods of disease cume, then spon- 
taneously float up those things 
which he had thought were gone 
forever.”

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SNOWPLOWS VS. SHEDS. 


Ten Cyclones to be Built at Sacra- 
mento. 
The Truckee Republican of the 
26th inst says: From the latest and 
most authentic sources we learn that 
the railroad company has not yet 
abandoned the intention of removing { 
the snow sheds on the ‘‘hill.”’ Such, 
course may seem strange to an out- 
siders, but the officials have doubtless 
estimated the cost of keeping the road 
open and they know the cost of keep- 
ing up the sheds. They evidently 
think that the operating of snowplows : 


j 


unusual occurrence and the extra ex- 
pense at such times would be more 


ing milder seasons. In regard to the 
possibility of keeping the road open 
in such times as_ the present 
the officials seem to have but little 
doubt providing that they had a suffi- 
cient number of steam plows. There 
might be an occasional blockade it is 
true, but there is scarcely a summer 
when traffic is not stopped for several 
days at a time by the burning of the 
snowsheds. So in the matter of block- 
ades there would be a stand-off. 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
purchased the right to manufacture 
ten large snowplows of the Cyclone 
pattern. It ig the first company in 
the country to adopt that kind of a 
plow. The officials are satisfied that 
this plow is the best made. These 
machines wi.l be made at the Sacra- 
mento shops, and work will be com- 
menced as soon as possible. Several 
defects in the driving power will be 
remedied, such as increasing the steam 
power and changing the connections 
with the engine. 

The cyclone plow now in use has 
been leased by the railroad company 
for uinety-nine years. Messrs. Cald- 
well and Jones, representing the Cy- 
clone Snow-plow Company of Minne- 
apolis, feel quite elated over the fact 
that their new invention has proven a 
success, and predict its adoption by 
other railroads. During the past week 
the cyclone has been doing admirable 
work at Cascade. The cause of its 
failure to work two weeks ago was 
caused by the transposition of the 
valves of one of. the engines, thus 
causing one cylinder to act oppositely 
to the other. This was changed, and 
no further trouble is anticipated. The 
rotary snow-shovel has also been doing 
ood work, and runs between Emi-

| NEW BURIAL SCHEME. 


Our Bodies to Be Dried and Put 
Away in Vaults. 


Desiccation the Latest Fad of Enthusiasts 
—Some Respects in Which It Excels 
Cremation — Provisions Against 
Premature Interment. 


A new disposition of the dead as pro- 
posed may be called the “‘lasest thing in 
life.” Ground for a ‘new mausoleum” 
is to be broken, it is said by the New 
York Sun, in the spring. The idea 
underlying the new mausoleum is based 
on the fact that a current of dry air will 
preserve a body from decomposition, 
and change it into a condition resem- 
bling life, in which it will remain for an 
indefinite time. This process is applied 
by nature'to the unfortunate traveler 
and his beast who. suceumb upon the 
great deserts. In the Smithsonian In- 
stitution are many bodies thus desiccated 
by nature which have been brought 
from the battlefields of Mexico and 
Peru, trom Southern plains and Indian 
districts of the far West. The ancient 
Colchians and Tartars suspended their 
dead from branches of trees to be dried 
by air and sun. The Peruvians first 
dried. their deceased friends and 
then buried them in a sitting posture. 
Savages of South Australia place the 
dead body on the top of the hut till per- 
fectly dried, when it is bandaged and 
hidden among the branches of the trees. 
The body retains its form in the proc- 
ess, and the skin, though it becomes 
hard and dry like leather, remains 


less emaciated, remains life-like and 
recognizable. . 

' Modern science and skill are to be ap- 
plied to the original preservative power 
of the atmosphere. Experiments have 
recently been made by specialists, first 
on animals and later on human bodies. 
In the course of one recent experiment 
conducted by a sanitary engineer in 
Washington, in nine weeks a pig was 
reduced in weight from 22 to 744 pounds, 
and remained just as plump and round 
asin life. In a laboratory in this city 
the body of a man weighing 164 pounds 
was subjected to the process in 1888, and 
the effect was marvellous. 

The arrangement for the interment o 
desiccated bodies in the new mausoleum 
will be similar te that of the drawers in 
safety deposit vaults, whiie the interior 
pian of the building will resemble that 
ofa well-appointed public library, with 
main corridor and diverging hails lead- 
ing to different sections. These draw- 
ers or sepulchers will be of solid con- 
crete fourinches thick without joint or 
seam, of certain sizes, and arranged in 
tiers of sixon either side of the hall- 
way. The opening into each sepulcner 
will be provided with two doors, the 
inner one of glass hermeticaliy sealed 
as soon as occupied, through which the 
body may be viewed by those holding 
the keys; the outside of iron, wrotght 
gold, silver or bronze, decorated and 
adorned according to the ability and 
taste of relatives. 

For family use the-e will be separate 
and distinct compartments of various 
sizes, with sets or suites of sepuichers 
adorned as desired and having but a sin- 
gle entrance. 

The space that holds the casket will 
be acell of concrete permitting neither 
the escape nor admission of moisture. 
‘In the erection of the walls holiow pipes 
or conduits will be formed over molds, 
so that no destructible material, as iron 
or metal, will be needed, 

Through these conduits will be made 
to pour into tne nermetitally-sealed se- 
pulchers currents of dry air, which, 
passing rapidly and reppatedly around 
the body, will extract therefrom every 
trace of moisture, vapor or fluid and con- 
vey it to af ye furrace, where, without 
possibility of escape, all noxious matter 
will be destroyed. Gradually the body 
becomes hard, smooth and dry, with lit- 
tle or no change of appearance, and once 
done preservation is secured forever. 

Provision is to be made against pre- 
mature interment by the adjustment of 
electrical appliances to the body, so 
that the faintest motion will be instan- 
taneously conveyed to the guard by 
means of aiarn# signals. 

The mausoleum will occupy compara- 
tively little space. A building covering 
100 feet square could inclose 10,000 
sepulchers, and one that occupied an 
aere would provide as many resting- 
places as a cemetery of thirty-five acres. 

It is intended that ample and suitable 
grounds shall surround the building, 
and that adornment inside and out will 
be made as perfect as taste and wealth 
can dictate. 

The sepulchers will be numbered and 
registered as lots ina cemetery, and a 
fund will be provided for the perpetual 
care of all treasures of art or nature 


| that may be provided. Al) records of 


ingerment will be kept in the mauso- 
leam. A chapel will be provided for the 
discharge of the last rites. 

‘The cost. of singlesepulchers will prob-. 
ably range from $40 to $200, while family 
\compartments will vary from $600 to 
$40,000. Burial lots in cities range from 
$400 to $5,000 for space to allow six 
graves, to which must be added the cost 
of headstone, monument, statuary, in- 
closure and care. 

Concrete is the material of which itis 
proposed to build the mausoleum. Ke- 
search, ancient and modern, establish 
the quality of this material for impene- 
trability, insolubility and consequent 
permanence, even an earthquake being 
powerless to destroy buildings made of 
it... This substance will no doubt be 


| faced by ornamental materials. _ 


NEWSPAPER FAKES. 


A Name Applied to Imaginative Pieces of 
| News. 

Many interesting stories could be told 
by some newspaper writers if they 
choose as their subject the significant 
little word ‘‘fake.” . 

Years ago, observes the New York 

vertiser, when the ‘‘moon 
hoax” was ted in the Sun, “faking” 
was known as ‘“‘hoaxing.” Asit became 
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the editorial rooms or a morning paper. 

It was midnight when a newspaper | 
writer of note hurried into the city de- 

partment and whispered hurriedly into 

the ever-ready ear of the night city 

editor 

“It must be a good beat to be worth 
$50,” said the editor. ‘What is it?” 
There was more whispering by the 
newspaper writer, a low whistle from 
the editor and a nod of approval. Half 
an hour later the copy of ‘‘an exclusive 
sensation” lay on his desk and the news- 
paper writer was hurrying to the count- 
ing-room with an order for $50 in cash. 

But the story*never appeared, 
although it had a natrow escape. The 
plot was laid in Washington, but 
through one small error the hoax was 
discovered. While tke writer acknow}- 
‘edged the fake he unconcernedly ex- 
cused it by saying that he ‘“‘arrived in 
town without his pocket-book and had 
to raise money immediately.” 

Other less daring fakers confine them- 
selves to bogus interviews with promi- 
nent persons in stories that are published 
as rumors in one edition to be con- 
tradicted in the next. Some fake 
writers delight to write wonderful 
yarns about actors and actresses. Jay 
Gould has furnished columns of clever 
fakes in his eventful eareer, while Mr 
Cleveland, General Sherman, Chauncey 
M. Depew and a number of other not- 
able men have been victims of fakes, 
many of which have almost passed as 
facts into history of their lives. Asa 
specimen of the genuine ‘‘fake” the 
Hayes chicken-raising story may be 
cited. Many persons believe to-day that 
Rutherford B. Hayes, once President of 
the United States, is raising chickens for 
pleasure and profit at his Ohio home. 
That story was an amusing ‘‘fake,”’ and 
it lived.

LONG TOM FLETCHER. 


How He Silenced’ a Hostile Meeting and 
‘ Had Things His Own Way. 
“Long Tom Fletcher” is one of the 
conspicuous figures in the streets of 
Washington. ‘‘Way down” in Missouri, 
and ‘‘befo’ de wah,” the Colonel, who 
afterward became the first Republican 
Governor of Missouri, was known 
throughout the State as the best shot 
within its borders. He thought nothing 
of throwing a silver half-dollar up in 
. the air and hitting it with a pistol ball, 
and he had so frequently competed with 
a pistol at forty yards against a rifle 
at two hundred, that the country yokels 
would no longer permit him to enjoy 
those trials of marksmanship at the 
county fairs. In the early days of 1861, 
says a Washington correspondent of the 
New York Tribune, when politics were 
red hot in the State of Missouri, ‘Long 
Tom Fletcher” was once billed to ad- 
dress a meeting in a country town upon 
the burning questions of the hour. It 
was generally understood before the au- 
dience assembled thatcertain ruffians in 
.the neighborhood had pledged them- 
selves to break up the meeting and 
make things lively for the.orator of the 
occasion besides. Evidence of stormy 
times ahead was by no means wanting 
the moment Fletcher stepped upon the 
platform, but coming forward he quietly 
placed a large Colt’s army revolver upon 
the table and addressed his audience as 
follows, with a pleasant smile, and ina 
mild, persuasive tone of voice: 
“GENTLEMEN: I understand that there 
are some among you here who differ 
slightly from me in politics, and that 
you propose to start a riot upon this 
occasion. Now, this is a free country, 
and specch and opinions are free to all, 
so I want it distinctly understood”—and 
here he significantly tapped the weapon 
beside him—‘‘thatif any of you think 
you can get away with me you can just 
wade right in and help yourselves.” 
' “Well, sir,” said the Colonel's’ friend, 
who told me the story, ‘'Fletcher just 
went right for’em, from the word go. 
And, would you believe it? Those same 
fellows who were 80 sanguinary before, 
now in sight of that shooting-iron, lying 
there so peacefully and lamb-like, began 
presently’ to shout: ‘Right you air, 
Cunel! Yew jest give ‘em thunder, an’ 
weuns 'll stan' right up fer yew every 
timé, yew kin jest bet! 4 NE 
“This incident,” remarked my in- 
formant, *‘aptly illustrated the curious 
fact that even inanimate objects are 
gifted, at times, with a remarkably per- 
suasive eloquence." = - ©.
